In order to comply with 37 CFR 1.97 and 1.98, attached 
hereto is a copy of Form PTO-1449 and a copy of the documents 
listed thereon. These documents contain information which the 
Examiner should consider during examination of the present 
application. 

Attached is a brochure, data sheet, and installation 
instructions describing the "TOPMARK" system that describes 
installation of a sheet of detectable warning domes. The warning 
domes are made of thermoplastic which is susceptible to 
deformation upon exposure to heat. Accordingly, a complex 



installation scheme is described that seeks to prevent exposing 
the domes to the heat employed for installation. In contrast, the 
Applicant's encapsulation of heat resistant domes within 
thermoplastic allows easier installation, and a more consistent 
bond between the thermoplastic carrier and the recipient surface. 

In accordance with MPEP Sections 609 and 707.05(b), it 
is requested that the documents cited be given thorough consider- 
ation and that it be cited of record in the prosecution history of 
the present application by initialing Form PTO-1449 next to the 
document.
